WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States and several other 
countries have launched a new 
operation to hunt down and 
capture international fugitives 
wanted by Interpol in the 
Americas, US officials said 
yesterday. 

The initiative, called "Oper¬ 
ation Far Away," is "an intelli¬ 
gence-driven operation de¬ 


signed to target, locate and ar¬ 
rest criminal aliens believed to 
be hiding in the United States 
and in other Western Hemi¬ 
sphere countries," US Immi¬ 
gration and Customs Enforce¬ 
ment said. It is expected 
throughout the month. 

Interpol will coordinate the 
operation with participation 
from Bahamas, Barbados, Bo¬ 


livia, Brazil, Canada, Colom¬ 
bia, Costa Rica, Ecuador, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Hon¬ 
duras, Mexico, Netherlands 
Antilles, Peru and the US ter¬ 
ritory of Puerto Rico. 

In 2009, Interpol issued 
more than 5,000 "red notices" 
for wanted criminals or sus¬ 
pects.

7.0 magnitude earthquake 
shakes New Zealand 


Hurricane Earl glances North Carolina, 
races up US coast

Sound side flooding from Hurricane Earl flooded much of the 
Outer Banksin the early morning hours yesterday. 


Earl was now a category 
one hurricane, the lowest level 
on the NHC’s five-category 
Saffir-Simpson scale, although 
it was still several hundred 
miles across. "Earl is expected 
to remain a large hurricane as 
it approaches southeastern 
New England," the NHC cau¬ 
tioned in a bulletin. 

The storm was forecast to

Cape Cod, Nantucket and 
Martha’s Vineyard, with hurri¬ 
cane-force winds just after 
midnight and spread to Maine 
before possibly making land¬ 
fall today in Nova Scotia, 
Canada, either as a weakened 
hurricane or a tropical storm. 

Forecasters were also 
closely tracking the path of 
Tropical Storm Fiona about 
245 miles (400 km) south of 
Bermuda.

KILL DEVIL HILLS, North 
Carolina (AFP) - A weakened 
but still nasty Hurricane Earl 
lashed the US East Coast yes¬ 
terday with heavy winds and 
high surf, triggering warnings 
clear up to Canada after deal¬ 
ing a glancing blow to North 
Carolina. 

An angry surf eroded 
beaches and caused sporadic 
power outages at the popular 
Carolina barrier island destina¬ 
tions of Kitty Hawk and Kill 
Devil Hills, and storm surges 
flooded some roadways, but 
Earl otherwise failed to bring 
about disaster. 

While major swells rolled 
along much of the US eastern 
seaboard, millions of people in 
communities from Virginia up 
to Maine braced for the storm, 
although the National Hurri¬ 
cane Center said winds had 
weakened to near 85 miles 
(140 kilometers) per hour as 
the storm lost some steam 
churning northward over 
cooler waters. 
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HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - 
Cuban revolutionary leader 
Fidel Castro yesterday com¬ 
pleted a return to public life, 
leading his first mass rally since 
an illness forced him from the 
presidency four years ago. 

Castro, 84, wearing his 
trademark olive green uniform 
— but without any military in¬ 
signias — addressed thousands 
of students and others at the 
University of Havana, where 
he warned about the threat of 
nuclear war should the United 
States or Israel attack Iran. 

For years after intestinal 
surgery that forced him to hand 
power to his younger brother 
Raul in 2006, Fidel Castro 
hardly made so much as a pub¬ 
lic appearance. 

But in recent weeks he has 
emerged from seclusion, mak¬ 


ing at least eight public appear¬ 
ances in three weeks, culmi¬ 
nating August 8 with an 
address before the country's 
National Assembly — his first 
in four years. 

Of late, Castro's attentions 
have shifted from Cuba's do¬ 
mestic scene and the ongoing 
tensions between the Commu¬ 
nist isle and the United States. 

Instead, the aging revolu¬ 
tionary has begun to warn of a 
"nuclear holocaust" and now 
calls for a world free of 
weapons of mass destruction. 

His Friday address again 
raised the specter of nuclear 
war, calling for "the disappear¬ 
ance of nuclear weapons," but 
Castro also sounded the alarm 
over climate change, which he 
said "threatens human exis¬ 
tence." 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(AFP) - A powerful 7.0 magni¬ 
tude earthquake rocked New 
Zealand's second largest city 
Christchurch just before dawn 
today, causing widespread 
damage and panic among resi¬ 
dents, but no serious injuries. 

Locals ran out onto the 
streets in fear after the quake, 
to find roads blocked by the fa¬ 
cades of buildings which 
crashed down and crushed 
parked vehicles. 

Electricity was cut off in 
much of the city, while roads 
were littered with glass from 
broken windows. 

The quake, initially 
recorded at 7.4 magnitude, 
struck at 04:35 a.m. and was 
centered at a depth of 16.1 
kilometres (10.0 miles) some 


VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - 
Cuban blogger Yoani 
Sanchez was named World 
Press Freedom Hero by 
media watchdog IPI yester¬ 
day, for her defiance of press 
restrictions and her commit¬ 
ment to free speech in her 
country. 

"Sanchez’s tremendously 
important work provides a 
glimpse into what is other¬ 
wise a closed world," Alison 
Bethel McKenzie, director of 
the Vienna-based Interna¬ 
tional Press Institute, said in 
a statement. 

She "represents a future 
where the power of the Inter¬ 
net can be harnessed to pro¬ 
mote free speech." 

Sanchez began a blog, Ge¬ 
neration Y, in 2007 that now 
counts over one million read¬ 
ers. However, access to the 
site was banned in Cuba in 
2008. 

To bypass this, Sanchez 
now emails her comments to 
friends abroad who post her 
notes on the Internet. 


30 kilomeetes (19 miles) west 
of Christchurch, the US Geo¬ 
logical Survey said. 

Many people suffered 
minor injuries from objects 
falling in their homes. Hospi¬ 
tals said there were no reports 
of any serious injuries, but 
doctors were on standby be¬ 
cause of the intensity of the 
quake and the extent of the 
damage. 

Police closed the central 
city as looters targeted dam¬ 
aged shops, police Inspector 
Mike Coleman said. 

A swarm of aftershocks fol¬ 
lowed and police said damage 
was widespread throughout 
Christchurch, with electricity 
supplies cut to about half of the 
city of about 340,000 and 
sewer lines damaged.

But she refuses to stop 
writing: "If you are insulted 
by the mediocre, the oppor¬ 
tunists, if you are slandered 
by the employees of the pow¬ 
erful but dying machinery, 
take it as a compliment," she 
wrote. 

IPI named this year eight 
World Press Freedom He¬ 
roes, from Sri Lanka and 
Gambia to Turkey and South 
Africa, bringing the total to 
60 as it celebrates its 60th an¬ 
niversary.

Naturalization test are required to coalition talks fail 


be done both in the Papiamento 
and the Dutch language 


ORANJESTAD - As of Jan¬ 
uary 1, 2011 all foreigners re¬ 
siding on Aruba who wish to 
apply for an application for 
naturalization as Dutch citi¬ 
zen, must pass an exam both 
in the Papiamento and Dutch 
language. To file an applica¬ 
tion for naturalization as a 
Dutch citizen the candidates 
must first do a naturalization 
test. That test will be con¬ 
ducted here by the Exam Bu¬ 
reau. At present, the applicant 
has the choice to do the test 
either in the Papiamento or in 
the Dutch language. 

As of January 1, 2011, 
candidates must now pass the 
exam, both in Papiamento 
and in Dutch. The candidate 
must answer key questions 
about the Aruban community 
and constitutional affairs in 
Papiamento. In addition, the 
candidate will be tested in his 
proficiency in Papiamento. 
Moreover, the candidate will 
be tested on his dominance of 
the Dutch language. Both 
parts of the language assess¬ 
ment will test four skills: 
reading, listening, writing 
and speaking. 

The change in naturaliza¬ 
tion tests is because of a mod¬ 
ification in the Kingdom Act 
on Dutch citizenship. The 
possibility to choose between 
an exam in Papiamento or 
Dutch expires. Instead, the 
two languages will be exam¬ 
ined. 

Terms of naturalization 

Applications for natural¬ 
ization on Aruba must be 
submitted at the Cabinet of 
the Governor. Prior to the 
naturalization petition, candi¬ 
dates must have passed the 
naturalization test at the exam 
Bureau. Candidates who 
have passed the test will re¬ 
ceive a Naturalization Certifi¬ 
cate.” 

The Naturalization Certifi¬ 


cate must be presented when 
filling for naturalization at 
the Cabinet of the Governor. 
In addition, candidates must 
comply with a number of 
other general and specific 
conditions. 

It is particularly important 
that candidates meet the re¬ 
quirements of continuous res¬ 
idence on the basis of a 
residence permit. In general, 
they must have resided at the 
least five years continuously 
on the island. Residence. 

For a candidate who is 
married to a Dutch citizen it 
is required that that person is 
married and living together 
with their spouse for three 
years continuously. 

In addition the candidate, 
at the time of filing for the 
naturalization application 
and later, when in the 
Netherlands it is decided on 
the naturalization applica¬ 
tion, must possess a valid 
residence permit.

Last opportunity to test in 
one language only 

Only this year (2010) it is 
still possible for candidates to 
file a naturalization applica¬ 
tion with the opportunity to 
do the naturalization test in 
Papiamento or in Dutch. 

Candidates who already 
have done the naturalization 
test, but failed on one or more 
subjects and candidates who 
wish to do the test for the 
first time are advised to con¬ 
tact the Exam Bureau. The 
Exam Bureau this year only, 
again will provide the oppor¬ 
tunity to fully test or re-do the 
exam in Papiamento. This is 
scheduled to take place in 
October 2010. 


Submit application for 
naturalization 

Candidates who success¬ 
fully passed their test in the 
Papiamento or Dutch lan¬ 
guage and received their 
’’Naturalization Certificate” 
must file for a naturalization 
application no later than De¬ 
cember 30, 2010 at the Office 
of the Governor. As men¬ 
tioned above, it is important 
that all the other requirements 
for naturalization are met. 

Candidates already in pos¬ 
session of the ’’Naturalization 
Certificate” and whome have 
met all the other require¬ 
ments, are recommended to 
submit their application to 
the Cabinet of the Governor 
as soon as possible. For an ap¬ 
pointment with the Cabinet of 
the Governor, readers may 
visit the website: www.kab 
ga.aw under Consular Affairs. 


THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Negotiations to 
form a rightist Dutch coali¬ 
tion government with the 
backing of anti-Islam MP 
Geert Wilders have floun¬ 
dered, the government infor¬ 
mation service said yester¬ 
day. 

Negotiations led by Ivo 
Opstelten, an official ap¬ 
pointed by Queen Beatrix to 
examine coalition options, 
’’have failed to yield any re¬ 
sult,” it said in a statement 
three months after June na¬ 
tional elections narrowly won 
by the pro-business VVD 
with Wilders’ Party for Free¬ 
dom (PVV) in third place. 

The VVD led by Mark 
Rutte started official negotia¬ 
tions on August 9 on the for¬ 
mation of a rightist coalition 
with the Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Action of Maxime Ver- 
hagen. 

They agreed to explore the 
option of forming a so-called 
’’minority coalition” of which 
Wilders' PVV would not be a 
formal part but would pro¬ 


vide majority support to pass 
policy on pre-agreed issues 
through parliament. 

The VVD and CDA won a 
combined 52 seats in the 150- 
member Dutch Parliament in 
June 9 elections. Wilders' 
PVV nearly tripled its seats to 
24 — enough to provide the 
76-seat majority the VVD 
and CDA would require to 
pass laws. 

Analysts have explained 
that such a ’’minority govern¬ 
ment” system would have 
seen Wilders' party left out of 
the cabinet but consulted on 
all policy. 

The CDA, which led the 
previous four governments 
and had initially refused to 
negotiate with the PVV, later 
agreed to talks despite con¬ 
cerns from some party mem¬ 
bers about Wilders' 
anti-Islam views. 

Wilders calls Islam fascist 
and wants to stop Muslim im¬ 
migration and the building of 
new mosques in a bid to stop 
the ’Tslamisation” of the 
Netherlands.

CARACAS, Venezuela - Vene¬ 
zuelan President Hugo Chavez 
defended his socialist govern¬ 
ment's security record on 
Thursday, rejecting pre-election 
claims by the opposition that 
crime had risen sharply during 
his 11 years in power. 

Rampant murders, kidnap¬ 
pings and robberies are the top 
concern of voters who are due 
to cast ballots in a September 
26 legislative poll that is being 
seen as an important test of his 
support ahead of a presidential 
election in 2012. 

The government has not 
published official murder sta¬ 
tistics in years, but opposition 
parties in South America's 
biggest oil exporter echo non¬ 
governmental organizations 
that say it is one of the world's 
most dangerous places outside 
war zones. 

"It is not true Venezuela is 
one of the most insecure coun¬ 
tries in the world, nor is it true 
there is more violence here 
than 11 years ago," Chavez 
said in a televised speech. 

Figures from the police's 
forensic science unit show that 
between 1998 and 2005, homi¬ 
cides increased by about 120

Vicente Diaz, one of the 
National Election Council's 
five directors, said Chavez is 
violating legislation prohibit¬ 
ing elected officials from using 
their posts to promote candida¬ 
cies. 

Chavez has ignored the law, 
which also bans the use of state 
media and public funds for 
campaigning purposes, Diaz 
said. 


THE NETHERLANDS - A 
10-year-old cow in the 
Netherlands has tested posi¬ 
tive for BSE, more commonly 
known as "mad cow" disease, 
the first such result in more 
than two years, the Dutch 
government said yesterday. 

The government ministry 
responsible for food quality 
said the animal tested positive 
for the brain-wasting disease 
bovine spongiform ence¬ 
phalopathy at a slaughter¬ 
house. It was the first positive 
test for BSE in the country 
since May 2008, the ministry 
said in a statement. 

"This fits the expectation 
of the Central Veterinary Insti¬ 
tute that the Netherlands in the 
coming years will encounter 
an infected cow now and 
again," a ministry spokesman 
said, adding that the cow's 
meat was withdrawn from the 
food chain after a first positive 
test, while a second test con¬ 
firmed the result. 

All cows sent to slaughter 
in the country are tested and 
held aside for the results be¬ 
fore their meat enters the sys¬ 
tem. More than 400,000 cows 
were tested last year without 
incident. Because of those 
rules, the spokesman said, no 


extra precautions will be re¬ 
quired in general or on the 
diseased cow's herd or farm in 
particular. 

Cattle have been tested for 
BSE in the Netherlands since 
2001, while since 1997 the 
most infectious organs, the 
brains and spinal marrow 
have been collected and de¬ 
stroyed to prevent infection. 

Mad cow disease is of par¬ 
ticular concern because it has 
been known to cause a related 
brain-wasting disease in hu¬ 
mans who have eaten con¬ 
taminated meat. 

Three people have died in 
the Netherlands from variant 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease 
after eating meat from a BSE 
positive cow. The last re¬ 
ported death was in January 
2009. Deaths were also re¬ 
ported in 2005 and 2006

Toshiba recalls 
41K Satellite 
Laptops due to 
overheating 

Toshiba is recalling 41,000 
laptops due to concerns 
about overheating AC 
adapter plugs. 

Affected models include 
the Toshiba Satellite T135, 
Satellite T135D, and Satel¬ 
lite ProT130 notebook com¬ 
puters, according to the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission (CPSC) and its 
Canadian counterpart, 
Health Canada. 

At issue is the DC-in 
jack, where the AC adapter 
plugs into the computer. In 
some cases, it has over¬ 
heated to the point of melt¬ 
ing the plastic base around 
the DC-in jack opening, the 
agencies said. 

Toshiba Canada received 
14 reports of excessive heat 
or smoke due to this glitch, 
with no reported injuries, 
Health Canada said. In the 
U.S., there were 129 reports 
of overheating computers, 
two reports of minor bum in¬ 
juries, and two reports of 
minor property damage, ac¬ 
cording to the CPSC. 

The affected devices were 
sold between August 2009 
and August 2010. 

Customers with these 
computers need to download 
the latest version of 
Toshiba's BIOS computer 
program. This will detect 
whether the computer is 
overheating and if so, it will 
disable the device's external 
power and display a message 
telling the user to contact 
Toshiba for a free repair. At 
this point, it won’t be possi¬ 
ble to charge the computer 
until it's fixed. 

"Toshiba regrets any in¬ 
convenience this may have 
caused you," the company 
said in a statement. 


GENEVA (AFP) - Six rich 
economies joined a website 
unveiled on Friday detailing 
pledges in short-term aid they 
made at last December's cli¬ 
mate summit, a move aimed 
at restoring damaged trust 
with developing countries. 

The portal www.faststart- 
finance.org showed that 
Britain, Denmark, France, the 
Netherlands and Norway had 
so far allocated the equivalent 
of 3.2 billion dollars in cli¬ 
mate funds. 

Twenty-seven poorer 
countries are named as bene¬ 
ficiaries, including Bangla¬ 
desh, Brazil, Ethiopia, India, 
Indonesia, Morocco and the 
Philippines. Details of the 
projects and the timescale of 
funding were not given. 

A sixth donor, Germany, 
said it had promised 1.26 bil¬ 
lion euros (1.61 billion dol¬ 
lars), but has yet to say how 
the money would be allotted. 

"It will give trust that 
promises are being kept," 
Dutch Environment Minister 
Tineke Huizinga, who con¬ 
ceived the project, told re¬ 
porters. 

"I expect in the months to 
come much more countries 
will sign in the website." 

The announcement was 
made on the sidelines of an 
informal meeting on climate 
finance in Geneva, gathering 
more than 40 countries. 

The US representative at 
the talks, Todd Stern, said 
Washington would contribute 
to the site with a "very de¬ 
tailed document" setting out 
its estimates of country-by¬ 
country undertakings. 

"From the very beginning 
of the year, we have been 
very much focussed on the 
visibility of fast-start financ¬ 
ing," he said. 

The commitments are part 
of an overall package of 30 
billion dollars that rich coun¬ 
tries declared in "fast-start" 


aid for 2010, 2011 and 2012 
at the Copenhagen summit to 
help the poor tackle global 
warming and its impacts. 

The money was seen as a 
show of good faith in the 
troubled negotiations under 
the banner of the UN Frame¬ 
work Convention on Climate 
Change (UNFCCC). 

In the long term, accord¬ 
ing to a parallel but sketchier 
pledge made in Copenhagen, 
rich countries have promised 
to mobilise jointly 100 billion 
dollars a year by 2020. 

But the infighting that 
marred Copenhagen left scars 
of mistrust among develop¬ 
ing countries. 

Poorer nations are keeping 
a watchful eye on the fast- 
track finances, insisting that 
donors honour the Copen¬ 
hagen vow that funding be 
"new and additional." 

Suspicions are high that a 
big chunk of the money will 
come from development aid 
or other budgets, thus damag¬ 
ing poverty alleviation in 
order to fulfill a political 
commitment. 

"This initiative is a step in 
the right direction, but the ques¬ 
tion of additional funds is es¬ 
sential if trust is to be rebuilt," 
Romain Benicchio, Oxfam's 
policy advisor, told AFP. 

Huizinga acknowledged 
that the information was pro¬ 
vided by donor countries and 
the new portal "will not an¬ 
swer that particular debate" 
about additional sources. 

UNFCCC Executive Sec¬ 
retary Christiana Figueres en¬ 
dorsed the scheme. 

She said agreeing on fi¬ 
nance was a "golden key" to 
unlock success at the UN- 
FCCC's upcoming confer¬ 
ence in Cancun, Mexico. 

The November 29-De- 
cember 10 parlay aims at re¬ 
viving negotiations with an 
eye to sealing the elusive cli¬ 
mate treaty a year later.

“The natural source is often 
hinted at in the name,” says 
Jim Hammer, a cosmetic 
chemist with and product-de¬ 
velopment manager at Phar- 
masol Corp. 

Ditch the toner 

These were originally in¬ 
vented to restore the natural 
pH of skin after it had been 
washed with an alkaline-de¬ 
tergent soap. “If you’re using 
a pH-balanced cleanser,

Graf says. “It’ll only dry your 
skin.” 

Make sure acid-laced

This means their pH is in 


sync with skin, so “they gently 
remove sebum (an oily sub¬ 
stance secreted by the skin) 
and makeup without stripping 
natural oils,” Graf says.

Israeli researchers develop promising 
new HIV treatment 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Is¬ 
raeli researchers have devel¬ 
oped a new treatment for 
HIV that kills human cells 
infected with the virus and 
could lead to a breakthrough 
in treating AIDS, the 
Haaretz newspaper said on 
Friday. 

Whereas current treat¬ 
ments focus on inhibiting the 
replication of the HIV virus, 
the new treatment destroys 
infected cells without dam¬ 
aging healthy ones, the 
newspaper said. 

The process makes use of 
peptides, or short protein 
segments, which vastly in¬ 


crease the replications of the 
virus once it enters a cell, 
causing the cell's self-de¬ 
struction, Haaretz said, cit¬ 
ing one of the researchers. 

"The usual medications 
kill the virus that has entered 
the body during infection 
and the (peptide) treatment 
allows cells infected with the 
genetic load of the virus to 
be killed," Abraham Loyter, 
who carried out the study, 
was quoted as saying. 

The study was published 
in the peer-reviewed British 
journal "AIDS Research and 
Therapy" in August and was 
co-authored by Loyter, 


Aviad Levin, Zvi Hayouka, 
and Assaf Friedler. 

The researchers could not 
be reached on Friday, a day 
off in Israel. 

They have registered an 
Israeli patent but the treat¬ 
ment must still be tested on 
animals and humans, 
Haaretz said. 

Around 33.4 million peo¬ 
ple suffer from the human 
immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) which causes AIDS. 
The vast majority, more than 
30 million, live in low and 
middle-income countries, 
according to the World 
Health Organisation. 


Promising new one-dose 
malaria drug discovered 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
searchers have discovered a 
promising new malaria drug 
with the potential to treat re¬ 
sistant strains of the deadly 
disease in a single dose, ac¬ 
cording to a study. 

The drug could be ready 
for clinical trials as soon as 
later this year and appears to 
be more potent than currently 
used drugs, researchers said. 

"We're very excited by the 
new compound," said study 
author Elizabeth Winzeler, a 
professor at the Scripps Re¬ 
search Institute and member 
of the Genomics Institute of 
the Novartis Research Foun¬ 
dation. 

"It has a lot of encourag¬ 
ing features as a drug candi¬ 
date, including an attractive 
safety profile and potential 
treatment in a single oral 
dose." 

Current treatment meth¬ 
ods require patients to take 
drugs between one and four 
times daily for three to seven 
days. Reducing the treatment 
to a single dose leaves less 
opportunity for the parasites 
to develop a resistance to the 
drug, researchers said. 

There were approximately 
247 million cases of malaria 
in 2008 which caused nearly 
one million deaths, mostly 


among young children in 
Africa, according to the 
World Health Organization. 

Malaria is contracted 
when people are bitten by 
mosquitoes infected with a 
parasite called Plasmodium. 

It causes fever and vomit¬ 
ing and can quickly become 
life-threatening by disrupting 
the blood supply to vital or¬ 
gans. 

The parasites have devel¬ 
oped resistance to a number 
of malaria medications in 
many parts of the world and 
it has been more than a 
decade since a new class of 
malaria drugs began to be 
widely used. 

The drug was tested on 
mice infected with a strain of 
malaria that typically kills 
them within a week. 

A single large dose of the 
drug cured all of the five in¬ 
fected mice which received 
it. Half of the six mice which 
received a smaller dose were 
cured and the cure rate rose 
to 90 percent when mice 
were given three doses of the 
smaller amount. 

There has been little eco¬ 
nomic incentive for develop¬ 
ing new malaria drugs 
because the disease primarily 
strikes in the world's most 
impoverished nations.

Crossing the Balashi Bridge to 
San Nicolas, on the west coast, 
you will find the Spaans La¬ 
goen (Spanish Lagoon). 

The Spaans Lagoen is a 
small bay within the two km 
long and up to five hundred 
meters wide. By the tidal force 
has created a special ecostys- 
teem: a wetlands (wetlands). 
Wetlands are areas and be¬ 
tween rural areas and wetlands 
have high biodiversity. There¬ 
fore, the inner bay of great im¬ 
portance for waterfowl and is 
also an important nursery for 
reef fish and crustaceans. 

The Spaans Lagoen area 
flows into Savaneta is a fish¬ 
ing village in southeastern 
Aruba. Home to the oldest sur¬ 
viving home in Aruba, it is the 


oldest town on that island and 
former capital. It was where 
the Dutch first settled after 
they recaptured it in 1816. It is 
said that Savaneta name be¬ 
came during the Spanish colo¬ 
nization in 1840. Savaneta 
means Sabana chikito (small 
savannah). 

Heading east to San Nicolas 
you will encounter Cura 
Cabai located along the west 
coast of the island. 

Driving further you will 
find Aruba's second largest 
city, San Nicolas, with the ma¬ 
jority of residents originally 
hailing from the British 
Caribbean to work in the Lago 
oil refinery. 

San Nicolas was named 
after a man who owned of a 


big piece of land there. This 
man was named Nicolaas van 
der Biest. In the early days 
owners of big piece of land are 
addressed by "Shon" with the 
first name after. So the people 
used to call him Shon Nico¬ 
laas. That later turned into San 
Nicolas. Some stories indicate 
that the Spanish influence had 
something to do with this. 

Following east you will 
find Seroe Colorado. Seroe 
Colorado translates to "color¬ 
ful hill." The name of the place 
refers to the 30 meters high of 
pure limestone at the endpoint 
in the east of Aruba. The hill 
got its name due to the brown 
yellowish color of the lime¬ 
stone.

The “Fontein Caves” 





Around the world, tourists do 
a lot of site-seeing. That’s the 
way they learn about other cul¬ 
tures and their histories. Aruba 
offers a great sanctuary to lay 
in the sun and get a tan, but 
there is much more to this 
small island. 

One of the island’s treas¬ 
ures are the “Fontein” caves 
located in Aruba’s National 
Park, Parke Arikok. 

Aruba has a lot of caves, 
some are small others very big, 
some are under the sea others 
above the sea, in some of them 
Indian drawings were found 
while in others only a few fos¬ 


sils. Every cave has its own 
distinct uniqueness which sets 
it apart. The “Fontein” Cave 
(fountain cave) got this name 
because there is a spring water 
source in the cave. Years ago 
when there was no tap water 
the Aruban community got 
water out of the “Fontein” 
Cave. For safety they first 
boiled the water just to be sure 
the bacteria were killed. The 
area around the cave is very 
green because of the water as 
it is not only found inside the 
cave but also outside. It’s nice 
to walk in the surrounding area 
where one can see the fishes in 


the water, birds in the trees in 
complete serenity. The 
“Fontein” Cave was made by 
the power of the sea, a little bit 
strange when you see the sea 
300 meters away from the 
cave. But Aruba has changed 
and is still changing, just like 
the whole world does. 

The “Fontein” Cave is 
formed by coral, limestone and 
minerals. When visiting the 
cave you will think it is just 
formed by rocks, but once in¬ 
side one can see how special it 
is as it changes all the time. In 
the cave there are a lot of bats, 
the long nose and long tong 
bat. 

In the “Fontein” Cave In¬ 
dian drawings were found, 
only at the beginning of the 
cave, meaning they used the 
cave only for protection 
against the weather. The draw¬ 
ings are probably made with 
iron oxide (extracted from 
coral) and from juice of the 
Brazilian tree. The rangers of 
Arikok National Park are pro¬ 
tecting the drawings really 
good, because some of them 
have been completely dam¬ 
aged by the sea wind and hu¬ 
mans. The cave is in a nature 
area, full of Aruba’s flora and 
fauna. Sometimes the rangers 
catch snakes and they put them 
for a few days in a terrarium so 
tourists can see what lives on 
Aruba. You can visit the cave 
everyday from 9:30 a.m. till 
4:15 p.m. And for the real cave 
freak, together with a ranger 
you can walk up to 250 meters 
into the cave. 

“Fontein” Cave is one of 
Aruba natural wonders and is 
well worth a visit. Don’t forget 
your camera!

Minogue topped an online 
poll of 1,000 participants by 
British-based mastectomy- 
wear specialist Amoena, com¬ 
ing ahead of other celebrities 
affected by breast cancer like 
the late Linda McCartney and 
singer Olivia Newton-John. 

"Kylie inspired many 
women to be more direct about 
their own fears, encouraging 
them to believe they would get 
through their ordeal," Amoena 
spokeswoman Rhoda White 



said in a statement. "Undergo¬ 
ing a mastectomy can badly 
damage a woman’s body con¬ 
fidence and self-image, and 
celebrities like Kylie play a 
vital role in raising public 
awareness."

BP spill costs hit eight billion as 
crews unearth clues 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bri¬ 
tish oil giant BP revealed yes¬ 
terday it has so far spent eight 
billion dollars to battle the 
Gulf of Mexico disaster, as its 
crews worked to retrieve key 
evidence from the seabed. 

Robotic submarines recor¬ 
ded the delicate operation as 
engineers sought to raise a 
failed blowout preventer from 
the sunken rig to the surface 
and hand it over to the US Jus¬ 
tice Department. 

The US government is con¬ 
ducting what could be a crimi¬ 
nal investigation into the April 
20 explosion and susbsequent 
oil spill and BP is hoping to 
shift some of the responsibility 
to its contractors. 

The contractors include 
Transocean which leased the 
Deepwater Horizon rig off the 
Louisiana coast to BP and Hal¬ 
liburton which cemented the 
well. 

BP's financial liability will 
soar if the government deter¬ 
mines it was criminally negli¬ 
gent. 

The British energy giant has 
forecast that the world's worst 
maritime oil spill will cost the 
group a total of about 32.2 bil¬ 
lion dollars, after pushing it 


into a record 16.9-billion-dol- 
lar loss in the second quarter. 

The oil flow which spewed 
virtually unchecked into Gulf 
waters for weeks, was finally 
stemmed on July 15, after foul¬ 
ing a wide swathe of the south¬ 
ern coast. Eleven workers were 
also killed in the blast. 

BP has vowed to meet the 
costs of the clean-up and com¬ 
pensation for residents hit hard 
by a fishing ban and the blow 
to the local tourist industry. 

But a top executive warned 
yeysterday that proposed US 
limits on offshore oil drilling 
could hurt BP's ability to pay 
for damages, prompting out¬ 
rage from environmental 
groups. 

David Nagle, executive 
vice president for BP America, 
told the New York Times that 
legislation before Congress 
could have an impact on the 
company's ability to compen¬ 
sate losses from the Deepwater 
Horizon disaster. 

Of particular concern is a 
bill passed by the House of 
Representatives on July 30 
which includes an amendment 
banning any company from re¬ 
ceiving permits to drill on the 
Outer Continental Shelf if 


more than 10 fatalities had oc¬ 
curred at its offshore or on¬ 
shore facilities, or if it had 
numerous environmental vio¬ 
lations. 

BP is not mentioned by 
name in the legislation, but is 
the only company that cur¬ 
rently meets that description. 

"If we are unable to keep 
those (offshore) fields going, 
that is going to have a substan¬ 
tial impact on our cash flow," 
Nagle told the daily, and im¬ 
plementation of such a law 
"makes it harder for us to fund 
things, fund these programs" to 
pay damages. 

The Times said BP execu¬ 
tives are not backing away 
from a commitment to pay 20 
billion dollars into in an es¬ 
crow fund over the next four 
years to pay damage claims 
and government penalties. 

The company has also 
agreed to contribute 100 mil¬ 
lion dollars to a foundation to 
support rig workers who have 
lost their jobs and 500 million 
for a research program to study 
the impact of the spill. 

But demands continue to 
rise on BP, the newspaper 
noted, including from states af¬ 
fected by the disaster. 


Petrobras sells 64 bln dlrs of stock to 
fund oil exploration 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Brazil's Petrobras un¬ 
veiled one of the world's 
biggest share offerings yester¬ 
day, a sale of up to 64 billion 
dollars in new stock to finance 
oil exploration aimed at turning 
Brazil into one of the world's 
top 21st century oil exporters. 

The transaction could be 
expanded to 74 billion dollars 
if there was heavy demand, the 
state-run company said. 

The cash serves as the core 
of an ambitious plan Petrobras 
has already outlined to boost 
capital expenditure over the 
next five years to 224 billion 


UN body sees Latam, Caribbean 
trade surge in 2010 


SANTIAGO, Chile - Trade 
with Latin America and the 
Caribbean will surge in 2010, 
with exports seen rising 21.4 
percent from a year earlier 
and imports up 17.1 percent 
as the region bounces back 
from global crisis, the United 
Nations economic body for 
Latin America said on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The region's more dy¬ 
namic domestic demand, ris¬ 


ing investment and exports 
on the back of growing de¬ 
mand from Asia and the 
United States are helping 
trade take off this year. 

"The best performance is 
seen in countries that export 
raw materials, while the reco¬ 
very is slower in countries 
that import basic products 
and are dependent on tourism 
and remittances," the report 
said. 


Chile, the world's top cop¬ 
per producer, is expected to 
increase exports by 32.6 per¬ 
cent in 2010 from the previ¬ 
ous year, while Mexican 
exports are seen up 16 per¬ 
cent. 

Developing nations will 
contribute more than indus¬ 
trialized nations to world ex¬ 
port growth in 2010 after a 
fall in exports last year, the 
report said

The 64-billion-dollar target 
for the new share offer repre¬ 
sents a more than 40 percent 
increase in the company's ca¬ 
pital, which on Thursday was 
estimated at 150 billion dol¬ 
lars. 

Petrobras's share prices rose 
nearly three percent in early 
trade in Sao Paulo, confirming 
investor confidence in Brazil's 
outlook. 

Analysts' predictions that 
the market could balk at the 
high price per barrel of oil 
Petrobras has agreed to pay the 
government in an oil-for- 
shares transaction to develop 
the offshore fields — thus ma¬ 
king its shares more expensive 
— seemed confounded, at least 
initially. 

The announcement would 
see 2.1 million common shares 
and 1.5 million preferred 
shares issued, the company 
said in a statement. The price 
of the new shares would be 
given September 23. 

Existing shareholders — in¬ 
cluding the government — will 
have first access to the bulk of 
the shares. 


Petrobras estimates the so- 
called subsalt fields offshore 
could more than triple its exist¬ 
ing proven oil reserves of 14 
billion barrels, catapulting Bra¬ 
zil into the top league of OPEC 
nations. Brazil is not a member 
of the Organization of the Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries. 

But to get at the black stuff, 
Petrobras will have to over¬ 
come a series of costly techno¬ 
logical challenges unpreceden¬ 
ted in the oil industry. The com¬ 
pany, a world leader in deepwa¬ 
ter oil exploration, is confident 
it will be able to do so. 

President Luiz Inacio Lula 
da Silva's government has 
modified laws governing 
Brazil's oil sector and pro¬ 
moted greater state participa¬ 
tion in Petrobras to ensure 
more sovereign rights to what 
appears to be an oil bonanza. 

The government Wednes¬ 
day agreed to exchange five 
billion barrels of oil in the 
newly discovered subsalt fields 
for more shares in Petrobras, 
of which it already holds 32 
percent. 

Petrobras announced it had 
discovered yet another reserve 
of light crude in deep offshore 
waters, estimated to contain 
380 million barrels.

Indonesia's smoking 
toddler kicks habit 



HOBYO, Somalia (AFP) - 
Piracy off the coast of Soma¬ 
lia is booming despite a mas¬ 
sive deployment of 
international warships, with 
an estimated combined coast 
of 40 million dollars a day. 

NATO, the European 
Union, United States and 
other naval powers have sent 
warships to curb the hijack¬ 
ing of ships yet the number 
currently under the control of 
Somali pirates stands at 22, 
one of its highest ever levels. 

Hundreds of suspected pi¬ 
rates have been captured but 
most had to be released im¬ 
mediately for lack of evi¬ 
dence. 

On his first encounter 
with foreign journalists, Mo- 
hamed Garfanji, Somalia's 
top pirate boss, talks spar¬ 
ingly and has the edginess of 
a wanted man who never 
lowers his guard and is al¬ 
ways planning his next 
move. 

Speaking to AFP in the 
town of Wisil in central So¬ 
malia, he thumbs through his 
mobile phone picture gallery 
for shots he and his boys 
took of foreign tuna seiners 
off the coast of Hobyo, their 
nearby base. 

"See this one? Only a few 
months ago, 20 miles from 
Hobyo... And this one, a big 
Spanish ship," Garfanji says, 
raising his eyebrows expec¬ 
tantly. 

"Now your armies have 
sent their soldiers so you can 
continue to take our fish," he 
says, clenched fist and gold 
wrist watch sticking out of 
the sleeve of a warm dark 
blue bomber jacket. 

These pirates were behind 
some of the most spectacular 
catches in modern piracy — 
including the 2008 capture of 
a Ukrainian ship packed with 
tanks and weapons — and at 
barely 30, Garfanji now runs 
a small army. 

His is a Robin Hood nar¬ 
rative of Somali piracy as a 
struggle by dispossessed 
fishermen against vessels 


from Europe and 
Asia violating So¬ 
malia's exclusive 
economic zone and 
poaching its abun¬ 
dant tuna under 
naval protection. 

Three centuries 
before him, charis¬ 
matic pirate Black 
Sam Bellamy railed 
against the powers 
"who rob the poor 
under the cover of 
the law" while "we 
plunder the rich 
under the protec¬ 
tion of our own 
courage." 

In Hobyo the following 
morning, one of his top lieu¬ 
tenants, Mohamed, stands on 
the beach, clutching his ma¬ 
chine gun behind his neck 
like a balancing pole, ammu¬ 
nition belts snaking down 
from his shoulders. 

The sand-charged wind 
blows his black-and-white 
checkered keffieh and ciga¬ 
rette smoke into his face as 
he squints at the imposing 
figure of a hijacked Korean 
supertanker anchored on the 
horizon. 

"This one is bigger than 
Hobyo," he says proudly. 

The Marshall Islands- 
flagged VLCC Samho 
Dream is a third of a kilome¬ 
tre long, one of three largest 
vessels ever hijacked by pi¬ 
rates, and carries an esti¬ 
mated 170 million dollars of 
Iraqi crude destined for the 
United States. 

"Enough to buy the whole 
of Galkayo," Mohamed 
quips, in reference to the re¬ 
gion's largest city, which 
straddles the border with the 
neighbouring semi-au¬ 
tonomous state of Puntland. 

Fighting a losing battle 
against the sand that has al¬ 
ready completely covered 
the old Italian port, Hobyo's 
scattering of rundown houses 
and shacks looks anything 
but the nerve centre of an ac¬ 
tivity threatening global 
shipping. 

"We have no schools, no 
farming, no fishing. It's 
ground zero here," says chief 
local elder Abdullahi Ahmed 
Barre. "And our most press¬ 
ing concern is the sand, the 
city is disappearing, we are 
being buried alive and can't 
resist." 

"Leaning discreetly 
against the door frame, Gar¬ 
fanji is listening keenly. 

Hobyo pirates have col¬ 
lected millions of dollars in 
ransoms over the past two 
years. They even have cur¬ 
rency checking and counting 


machines for the bags of air¬ 
dropped cash they receive. 

Key players drive well- 
equipped Land Cruisers, 
have built new, slightly more 
stately houses and married 
more wives. 

Yet Hobyo is anything but 
a booming town, so where 
does all the money go? 

Residents say a signifi¬ 
cant portion of their income 
is lavished on post-ransom 
binges of khat, alcohol and 
prostitutes but the pirate 
leaders insist much of the 
cash is re-invested to expand. 

"When we get more 
money, we recruit more," 
says Fathi Osman Kahir, a 
key Hobyo-based piracy "in¬ 
vestor", who acts as a kind of 
pirate treasurer. 

When a ship is hijacked, 
he pays for running costs 
such as increased onshore se¬ 
curity, diesel for generators 
and basic supplies for captors 
and captives. When a ransom 
comes in, he takes the lion's 
share. 

"There's up to 500 people 
working with us in Hobyo, 
that's 10 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation and I'm just talking 
about the people on the 
ground... We have a hierar¬ 
chy. What do you think we 
do? We pay wages too," he 
says. 

A visit to Hobyo by the 
secretary of state for security 
of the fledgling local admin¬ 
istration of Galmudug, Is¬ 
mail Haji Noor, doesn't send 
the pirates scurrying into hid¬ 
ing. 

A former military man 
and a successful business¬ 
man who spent half of his 
life in Britain, Noor is lobby¬ 
ing donors in Nairobi for elu¬ 
sive development aid he 
hopes could make the pirates 
lay down their grapnels. 

"There is no difference 
between life and death if you 
have nothing to eat... Of 
course, what we do is crimi¬ 
nal, it's undeniable. We don't 
love what we are doing but 
there is no choice," says 
Kahir. 

While Noor would like to 
see Hobyo's pirate army 
turned into a legitimate de¬ 
fence force and a coastguard 
protecting Somali waters 
from both residual piracy 
and illegal fishing, foreign 
assistance has not been forth¬ 
coming. 

Now the biannual inter¬ 
monsoon season favourable 
to piracy is just around the 
corner and September may 
be too good to sit out even 
for the least committed of pi¬ 
rates. 


JAKARTA (AFP) - A two- 
year-old Indonesian boy who 
smoked about 40 cigarettes a 
day has kicked the habit after 
receiving intensive specialist 
care, a child welfare official 
said Thursday. 

Ardi Rizal shocked the 
world when a video of him 
drawing heavily on ciga¬ 
rettes appeared on the Inter¬ 
net in May and drew 
attention to Indonesia's fail¬ 
ure to regulate the tobacco 
industry. 

"He has quit smoking and 
the most important thing is 
he doesn't ask for cigarettes 
anymore," national commis¬ 
sion for child protection sec¬ 
retary-general Arist Merdeka 
Sirait told AFP. 

Six months after his father 
gave him his first cigarette, 
the overweight boy was 
smoking two packs a day and 


threw violent 

tantrums if his addic¬ 
tion was not satisfied. 

Accompanied by 
his mother, the boy 
left his village on 
Sumatra island in 
July to undergo treat¬ 
ment in the capital. 

"He received psy¬ 
chosocial therapy for 
one month, during 
which therapists kept 
him busy with activi¬ 
ties and encouraged 
him to play with kids 
of the same age," Sir¬ 
ait said. 

"We diverted his 
addiction from ciga¬ 
rettes to playing." 

Ardi’s case has 
highlighted the to¬ 
bacco industry's ag¬ 
gressive marketing to 
women and children 
in developing countries like 
Indonesia, where regulations 
are weak and many people 
do not know that smoking is 
dangerous. 

Sirait said the government 
had given financial support 
to Ardi's parents, who were 
ignorant of smoking's dan¬ 
gers and used cigarettes to 
keep the toddler happy as 
they worked long hours at a 
street market. 

"Ardi was very happy 
when he left Jakarta this 
morning as he has really 
missed his father in the vil¬ 
lage," Sirait said. 

Cigarette consumption 
in the Southeast Asian ar¬ 
chipelago of some 240 mil¬ 
lion people soared 47 
percent in the 1990s, ac¬ 
cording to the World Health 
Organization. 
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Spain sparkle, England impress, 
defeat for France 



PARIS (AFP) - Spain made 
an impressive start to their 
quest for an historic treble in 
the opening salvoes in Euro 
2012 qualifying on Friday, 
which saw wins for England, 
Holland and Germany but 
defeat for France. 

Spain are seeking to be¬ 
come the first country in his¬ 
tory to annex a World Cup 
and two European titles. 

And Vicente del Bosque's 
men, in their first competitive 
outing since scaling football's 
global summit at Soccer City 
in July, swept aside little 
Liechtenstein, ranked 141 
places below them in FIFA's 
rankings, 4-0 in Vaduz. 

Liverpool forward Fer¬ 
nando Torres, who failed to 
score in South Africa, redis¬ 
covered his touch with a dou¬ 
ble, the rout completed by the 
two Davids, Villa and Silva. 

Holland, defeated 1-0 by 
Spain in the World Cup final, 
were also quick out of the 
blocks on the long road to 
Ukraine and Poland, Bert van 
Marwijk's Oranje dishing out 
a 5-0 beating to minnows San 
Marino. 

Torres's Liverpool team¬ 
mate Dirk Kuyt set the Dutch 
on their way with an early 
penalty, with Klaas-Jan 
Huntelaar's hat-trick and vet¬ 
eran Ruud van Nistelrooy's 
injury-time strike rounding 
off their five-star perform¬ 
ance. 

At Wembley, England, 


desperately disappointing in 
South Africa, went some way 
on the road to redemption 
with a sparkling 4-0 rout of 
Bulgaria. 

Jermain Defoe's treble and 
Adam Johnson's first goal for 
the Three Lions will have 
helped relieve the mounting 
pressure on coach Fabio 
Capello. 

Key to the win was a revi¬ 
talised Wayne Rooney, who 
has shaken off the lethargy 
that had gripped him at the 
World Cup, conjuring up 
three assists. 

Germany, who so cruelly 
exposed England at the 
World Cup, where they fin¬ 
ished third, eked out a 1-0 
win over Belgium in Brus¬ 
sels. 

Evergreen striker 

Miroslav Klose's 53rd inter¬ 
national goal secured the 
three Group A points for 
Joachim Loew's side. 

Despite the win Germany 
are lying second to Guus 
Hiddink's Turkey, 3-0 win¬ 
ners in Kazakhstan. 

World Cup flops France 
entered their post-Raymond 
Domenech era in the same 
way they had left it, with a 
defeat — new manager Lau¬ 
rent Blanc's competitive 
debut resulting in a 1-0 home 
loss to Belarus. 

In Tallinn, Estonia had 
2006 world champions Italy 
running scared, with Sergei 
Zenjov giving them a shock 
early lead.But the Azzurri, 
under new management after 
their own failed World Cup 
defence, turned the game in 
three second-half minutes 
with goals from Antonio Cas- 
sano and Leonardo Bonucci 
to escape with a 2-1 win. 

It was Italy's first win of 
2010 and first success in 
eight matches. 

Elsewhere Greece, shock 
winners of Euro 2004 in Por¬ 
tugal, came from behind for a 
1-1 home draw against Geor¬ 
gia and the Republic of Ire¬ 
land put the misery of losing 
out on a World Cup place be¬ 
hind them with a gritty 1-0 
win in Armenia.

Hope¬ 
fully, this thing can blow 
through and not hit us too 
hard. But I'll probably try and 
put his round behind me and 
just focus on the next round." 

The weather delay came as 
Tiger Woods was one-over 
and when play resumed his 
struggles continued. 

Woods, who teed off on 
10, had four bogeys in his 
first six holes. 

He battled back through

Should he miss the cut, 
Woods wouldn't make it to 
the third round of the playoffs 
next week. 

"I'm going to have to shoot 
something good tomorrow, 
hopefully move up a little 
bit," Woods said. "Obviously, 
get off to a better start than I 
did today." 

Once again this week 
Woods' world number one 
ranking is on the line, and this 
time Phil Mickelson isn't the 
only player capable of mov¬ 
ing to the top. 

According to early projec¬ 
tions from the Official World 
Golf Ranking, Steve Strieker 
has a slim chance of becom¬ 
ing number one for the first 
time in his career if he were 
to win and Woods finished 
out of the top nine and Mick¬ 
elson was out of top three. 

Also at stake for Woods is 
a last chance to impress Pavin 
and gain a place on the US 
Ryder Cup team. 

Pavin is scheduled to 
name his squad, including 
four captain's picks, on Tues¬ 
day.

Pacquiao shrugs off Mayweather 
rant, eyes Margarito 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Wash¬ 
ington outfielder Nyjer Mor¬ 
gan was handed an 
eight-game suspension for 
his role in a brawl during a 
game against Florida along 
with other recent incidents 
that provoked the ire of 
Major Feague Baseball. 

MFB officials outlined 
punishments Friday for six 
players, both managers and a 
coach after reviewing the 
events that occurred in 
Wednesday's Nationals-Mar- 
lins game. 

For the Marlins, pitcher 
Chris Volstad received a six- 
game suspension. Pitcher 
Alex Sanabia was suspended 
for five games, first baseman 
Gaby Sanchez for three, and 
manager Edwin Rodriguez 
for one game. 

Pitcher Jose Veras re¬ 
ceived a fine. 

Nationals pitcher Doug 
Slaten was suspended for 
three games. Manager Jim 
Riggleman was suspended 
for two games, and third base 
coach Pat Fistach for three. 

But Morgan, who was al¬ 
ready in the midst of appeal¬ 
ing a seven-game suspension 
meted out after he threw a 
ball at a fan in the stands in 
Philadelphia, was the focus. 


Officials said his punish¬ 
ment addressed not only 
Wednesday's contest but an 
incident on Saturday when he 
ran over St. Fouis Cardinals 
catcher Bryan Anderson in 
the bottom of the eighth in¬ 
ning at Nationals Park, even 
though Anderson didn't have 
the ball. 

Morgan neglected to touch 
home plate in the process and 
was called out. 

On Tuesday, Morgan ran 
over another catcher, this 
time Florida's Brett Hayes, 
while attempting to score 
from second on a ground ball 
in the 10th inning. 

Hayes clung to the ball 
and tagged Morgan out, but 
separated his left shoulder on 
the play. 

The Nationals expected 
retaliation on Wednesday, 
and they got it. 

Volstad hit Morgan with a 
pitch in the fourth inning, but 
Morgan promptly answered 
by stealing second and third, 
even though the Nationals 
were trailing 14-3. 

Volstad then threw his first 
pitch of the sixth behind 
Morgan, setting off a fight. 

Morgan charged the 
mound took a swing at Vol¬ 
stad. 


DAFFAS (AFP) - Manny 
Pacquiao shrugged off Floyd 
Mayweather Jnr's online 
video rant against him as an 
"uneducated message" on 
Friday as the Filipino fighter 
continued to tout his Novem¬ 
ber bout with Antonio Mar¬ 
garito. 

"I just heard about that, 
but I didn't see the video," 
Pacquiao said of the short 
clip posted on the internet, in 
which Mayweather unleashes 
a sometimes racist and exple¬ 
tive-filled tirade slamming 
Pacquiao, a newly elected 
congressman in the Philip¬ 
pines. 

In the video, Mayweather 
renews his accusation that 
Pacquiao used performance¬ 
enhancing drugs — a charge 
that prompted Pacquiao to 


sue him when Mayweather 
made the claim during failed 
negotiations to put together a 
bout. 

"It's a really cheap low 
blow, but again, consider 
where it came from," said 
Pacquiao trainer Freddie 
Roach. "We tried to fight 
him. He said no. He doesn't 
want to fight." 

Pundits have predicted a 
fight between unbeaten May¬ 
weather and pound-for- 
pound king Pacquaio could 
be the richest in boxing his¬ 
tory. 

When the two couldn't 
reach a deal in January, Pac¬ 
quiao fought Joshua Clottey, 
defeating him in March at 
Cowboys Stadium. 

When negotiations broke 
down again in recent months, 


Pacquiao turned his attention 
to Margarito. 

The two will fight for a 
vacant junior middleweight 
title on November 13 at Cow¬ 
boys Stadium, the billion- 
dollar home of the Dallas 
Cowboys NFF team. 

It’s not clear when the 
Mayweather video was 
made, but it appeared online 
this week as Pacquiao and 
Margarito conducted a three- 
city tour promoting their 
bout. 

After stops in Fos Angeles 
and New York, the tour ended 
on Friday at Cowboys Sta¬ 
dium. 

Pacquiao, 31, said he's 
only planning a couple more 
fights before retiring from the 
ring and he indicated it 
wouldn't matter to him if he 
doesn't face Mayweather. 

"I'm not looking for that 
fight," said Pacquiao, who 
boasts a record of 51-3-2 
with 38 knockouts. "I’m sat¬ 
isfied with what I've done in 
boxing already." 

Still, the seven-division 
champion said earlier this 
week that he would take on 
Mayweather if the fight could 
be put together. 

For now, Pacquiao is fo¬ 
cused on Mexico's Margarito, 
who last fought in the United 
States in January 2009. He 
was suspended for one year 
because a plaster-like sub¬ 
stance was found in his hand 
wraps before fighting Shane 
Mosley. 

Margarito, who owns a 
record of 38-6 with 27 
knockouts, was denied a li¬ 
cense to fight in California 
and Nevada before Texas 
boxing authorities approved 
his application.

Defending US Open 
champion Kim Clijsters 
placed a verbal tombstone on 
the phenomenon after a third- 
round victory Friday, saying 
coming of age in the time of 
the Williams sisters enabled 
her to adapt, over time, to the 
power change.

reaching last year's final at 19 
and Belgian Yanina Wick- 
may er a US Open semi-final¬ 
ist last year at 18. 

But even with girls matur¬ 
ing faster in the 21 st Century, 
the transition from high 
school prodigy to Grand 
Slam champion requires 
more time than before, Cli¬ 
jsters said.
